Washington, July 8.—Prices for cot- 
ton products showling reductions of 
from 20 to 30 per cent, as compared 
with quoted market prices were ap- 
proved today by President Wilson. The 
prices were agreed upon at conferences 
between the price-fixing committee of 
the war industries board and a commit- 
tee representing cotton goods 
facturers. 

The new prices ‘are: 

36-inch 48x48 3.00 yard “sheeting, 60 
cents per pound. 

36-inch 56x60 4.00 yard sheeting, 70 
cents per pound. 

88%-inch 64x60 5.35 yard print cloth, 
‘83 cents per pound. 

38%-inch 80x80 4.00 yard print cloth, 
84 cents per pound. 

Prices on standard wide and sail duck 
were fixed at 37% and 6&6 per cent from 
the list, and standard army duck 33 per 
cent from the list. , 

More Cotton Prices to Be Fix 

The war industries board announced 
that a committee is at work on a list 
comprising a full line of staple cotton 
fabrics for the purpose of establishing 
pricés. This list is expected to be an- 
nounced in a few days. 

_ The prices announced today are to re- 

main in effect until next October 1. Be- 
fore that date the industry: will meet 
with the price-fixing committee to 
agree upon prices for a further period 
of $0 days. :

The price-fixing committee’s action

STATE FUNDS URGED 
FOR HIGHWAY WORK 
BY SENATE LEADERS 


Senate Committee Asks 
Passage of Bill by Which 
Georgia Will Appropriate‘ 
Money for Road Improve- 
ment. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE USES 
AX ON APPROPRIATIONS 


Higher Salaries for State 
Officials Favored by the 
House Judiciary Commit- 
tee—Change in Inaugura- 
tion Date Asked. 


At a meeting of house and senate 
committees yesterday afternoon meas- 
ures of vital importance to the people 
of Georgia were discussed and favor- 
able action taken on a number of bills 
of statewide interest. 

Among other matters that were con- 
sidered was a bill to provide for state 
appropriations for highways, which was 
received with favor; a constitutional 
amendment calling for higher salaries 
for state officials, which was recom- 
mended favorably; and the action of the 
house committee on appropriations, 
which indicated a desire to guard the 
state treasury very carefully. 


Favor Highway Work. 


The most_important action taken by 
the various senate committees Mon- 
day was that of the committee on con- 
stitutional amendments in approving 
the highway bill of Senators Heath 
and Andrew. This. measure amends 
Article 7 Section 1 of. the constitution 
so as to allow the state to raise taxes 
to be used on the highways of the 
state. 

The constitution of the state at pros- 
ent provides no method by which the 
state may care for good roads. As a 
result the state has not spent a penny 
on the highways, the entire matter 
being left to the individual counties. 
This bill adds to the list of state im- 
provements for which taxes may be 
raised the clause: “for the construc- 
tion, improvement and maintenance: of 
state highways connecting county 
sites,” and gives the general assembly 
the power to exercise authority on 
these tuxes. 

Means Fine Paved Reads. 

This bill, according to the: senator 
from the 35th, if passed, would enable 
the state to start on a campaign which 
in due time and with government aid 
would connect every county site in 
Georgia with a paved road. 

The bill of Senator Peacock creating 
a new eenatorial district, making a 
total of 45, was recommended to pass. 

Other committee reports are as fo)l- 
lows: : 

The committee on privileges and elec- 
tions recommended that the absentee 
voter’s bill pass. This bill originated 
in the house and the house committee 
has recommended that only absentees 
now in U. 8S. service be extended the 
privilge of voting. The senate commit-

ACTION POSTPONED 
ON SCHOOL REPORT 


Attitude of Some Members 
Indicates That Some of 
Committee’s Recommenda- 
tions Will Be Opposed. 


At a special meeting of council called 
Monday afternoon by Mayor Asa G. 
Candler to consider the report of the 
special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate Atlanta’s school system, the 
paper was read, and, after a short but 
spirited debate was by a majority 
vote of general council tabled until 
it meets again in regular session next 
Monday. The vote stood 13 in favor 
of and 11 against the motion. 

The attitude of a number of mem- 
bers indicated that considerable op- 
position to the adoption of the com- 
mittee’s recommendations, or at least a 
portion of them, may develop when 
council meets Monday. 

Immediately following its reading 

by the clerk, Councilman J. R. Nut- 
ting arose and offered the motion that 
the report be tabled until the regular 
meeting of council and that in the 
meantime each member be furnished 
with a copy of the recommendations, 
tendering as hia reason in support. of 
the motion that he had pot had time to 
carefully sttidy its contents, and, there- 
fore, could not vote intelligently on 
some phases of it. His motion was 
seconded by ‘Harvey Hatcher. 
‘This promptly precipitated debate, 
and Councilman Claude Ashley, chair- 
man of the investigating .committee,’ 
took the floor to urge immediate action 
by council. He stated that the pro- 
posal to delay consideration by coun- 
cil was a move to defeat the purpose of 
the report by staving off action until 
it is too late for the general assembly 
to pass on the charter amendments. 
In this argument he was upheld by 
Councilman C. T. Bailey and Council- 
man W, 8. Dillon, two other members 
of the committee. 

Following these discussions the vote 
was taken, and after having been in 
session only a short time council ad- 
journed. 

Committee’s Ree 
Among the suggestiong offered by 
the committee in ita report are the 
abolishment of the present board of 
education and the creation of a school 
commission to be @lected by the coun- 
ceil and the mayor and the .chairman 
of the council schools committee; dis- 
pensing with the services of Professor 
J. C. Wardlaw, school superintendent; 
and a proposed charter amendment 
that would authorize the city council 
to increase the present tax rate from 
$1.25 to $1.50 per $100, of which 40 
cents on each $100 shall be levied for 
school purposes. 

The report also recommends that the 
salaries of all teachers be raised sub- 
stantially and immediately. 

Preceding the «neeting Monday there 
was some discussion among council 
members regarding the report, but 
comment was somewhat guarded. 
Enough was gleaned, however, to jus- 
tify the opinion that a fight might be 
expected when the recommendations 
were taken up. :

After a 
heated debate, Senator Hitchcock, pre- 
siding temporarily, sustained a point 
of order that a majority of the com- 
mittee and not of committeemen pres- 
ent, must order a measure reported, 
and rejected the report; returning the 
resolution to the committee.

ITALIANS STRIKE

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Events Seem to Be Moving 
Rapidly and German Pa- 
pers Are Preparing Public 
for Radical Steps. 


London, July 8.—Fragments of news 
from various sources indicate that the 
assassination of Count von. Mirbach, 
the German ambassador to Russia, was 
accompanied by a formidable uprising 
against the Bolshevik in Moscow. 

A Russian wireless dispatch claims 
that the uprising has now been com- 
pletely suppressed and the tone of the 
message indicates that the suppression 
wes accomplished with sanguinary vio- 
lence, the ordere being that. all who 
showed resistance to the Bolsheviki 
should be “shot on the spot.” 

The message says: 

“The counter revolutionary rising in 
Moscow has been suppressed and the 
revojutionaries are taking a most 
ignominous flight. Orders have been 
issued to arrest and to disarm all mem- 
bers of the social revolutionary detach- 
ments and to shoot on the spot all who 
resist. Several hundred participants 
in the rising have been arrested, among 
them Vice Chairman Alexandrovitch, 
while special orders have been issued 
to secure all members of the executive 
committee of the social revolutionary 
party. 

“The Red guards must continue 
watchful. The mobilization of our 
forces must continue and all social 
revolutionaries must disarm to the last 
man,” 

Anti-German Movement Seen. 

German newspapers now are pointing 
to General Savinkoff, who was war 
minister in the Kerensky cabinet, as 
the man behind the Von Mirbach plot 
which is being gradually developed by 
the Teuton press into a great anti-Ger- 
man movement backed by all those men 
whom Germany has found to be hin- 
drances in her plans of aggression in 
Russia. A Moscow telegram circulat- 
ed by the Wolff News Bureau, of Ber- 
lin, says: 

“Savinkoff is considered to be re- 
sponsible for the deed. He is, more- 
over, said to be closely connected with 
the Czecho-Slovak and social revolu- 
tionary movements. His whereabouts 
are unknown.” 

Germans newspapers are preparing 
the public for a radical move against 
Russia as punishment for the Mirbach 
affair. Exactly what this move will be 
is not as yet indicated, but Dutch and 
Scandinavian newspapers hint at a 
march on Moscow, and dispatches are 
printed showing that German forces 
now are about 300 miles west of that 
city and are being heavily reinforced. 

» German newspapers give many col- 
umns to developments in the Mirbach 
case, particularly long telegrams from 
Moscow praising the work that Count 
von Mirbach did there, and describing 
the allege@ treacherous manner by 
which the assassins gained entrance to 
his office by posing as delegates of a 
commission for combatting the social 
revolutionist movement. It is stated 
they fired their revolvers not only at 
Count von Mirbach, but also at Ger- 
man Councillor Kiezler and Lieutenant 
Muller, who were in the room. Imme- 


diately after the firing they jumped.

CHANGES COMING IN RUSSIA,

Amsterdam, July 8.—“Changes in 
Russia are imminent,” says The 
Frankfurter Zeitung. “If the en- 
tente’s enterprise should lead to the 
collapse of the present government, 
then not much will remain of the 
peace treaties, Our problems would 
then become more complicated than 
ever. Let us hope that in the solu- 
tion of them the sword will play as 
little a role as possible. Neverthe- 
less, the central powers on no ac- 
count can permit the entente to find 
fresh resources in the east.” -

As soon as Emperor William heard of 
the assassination of Count von Mir- 
bach, the German ambassador to Rus- 
sia, according to an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Amsterdam, he or- 
dered Foreign Secretary von Kuehl- 
mann to break off negotiations with 
the Russian delegates in Berlin. 

All the German newspapers declare 
the murder of Count von Mirbach must 


inevitably have a great influence on 
Russo-German relations. 


The murder of Count von ‘Mirbach 
has caused great excitement in Ger- 
many, the Exchange Telegraph corre- 
spondent at Copenhagen reports. All 
the German newspapers use violent ex- 
pressions in commenting upon ‘the 
event, but at the same time are gen- 
erally in agreement that the Bolshevik 
government was not connected with the 
assassination. 

The Wolff Bureau telegrdm from 
Moscow, the Copenhagen dispatch adds, 
declares the social revolutionists ad- 
mitted they were concerned in the plot 
to assassinate the ambassador. 

Momentous Results Likely. 


The assassination of Vount yon Mir- 
bach, the German ambassador to Rus- 
sia, is viewed by the newspapers here 
as an event of great importance which 
may have far-reaching results. 

The Daily Mail and the Daily Express 
agree that the assassination may have 
momentous consequences and compared 
it to the murder of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand at Sarajevo, four years ago. 
The Express adds: 

“German influence (in Russia) can 
only be established on a solid basis 
by the maintenance of a great army of 
‘occupation. Russia may once more play 
a part in the war.” 

The Daily Chronicle expects that if 
the German emperor has his way there 
will be a march on Moscow accom- 
panied by ruthless severities, although 
it is possible a more prudent policy 
may prevail, especially as Lenine and 
Tchitcherin will accept almost any de- 
mands for reparation, however abject. 
It thinks, nevertheless, that such a sur- 
render might precipitate the fall of the 
Bolshevik government. :

The Killing of Von Mirbach. 


Though still lacking official con- 
firmation of the reported assassina- 
tion of the German ambassador at Mos- 
cow, officials here have accepted the 
report as accurate and are speculating 
interestedly as to the probable effect 
of this tragedy. Generally the idea 
seems to be it will be beneficial to the 
allies, as tending to hasten the crisis 
in the relations between Russia and 
Germany. Should the latter resume the 
war upon Russia as a punitive measure, 
it is believed, it would instantly deter- 
mine the vast majority of the Russian 
people to call for allied assistance and 
bring Russians into the field against 
Germany. 

In diplomatic circles here the im- 
portance of the Moscow tragedy is fully 
appreciated and the embassies have 
been in receipt of much interesting in- 
formation and comment from their 
capitals on this subject. From Paris 
comes the news by cable that Claude 
Anet, a newspaper man who has just 
returned to France from Russia, con- 
siders that the assassins may be exas- 
perated triots, or, on the contrary, 
agents of the extreme monarchists, de- 
sirous of compelling the Germans top 
occupy Petrograd and Moscow. In any 
case, he declares the situation will be- 
come very serious to Germany. Two 
or three divisions would be required 
to take Petrograd, and great difficul- 
ties. would be encountered because of 
the famine conditions there. It would 
take 20 divisions to occupy Moscow, it 
is declared, because of its great dis- 
tance in the interior and the long line 
of communication, thus weakening the 
Teutons on the western front. 


AMERICANS RAIDING - 
IN THE VOSGES REGION 


Losses in Killed, Wounded 
and Prisoners Inflicted on 
the Germans. 


Washington, July 8.—General Persh- 
ing’s communique for Sunday, reporting 
the successful raid in the Vosges in 
which losses in killed, wounded and 
prisoners were inflicted upon the 
enemy, says the day passed quietly at 
other points held by Americans. 

Successful Raid Made. 

The communique follows in part: 

“Section A: In the ‘Vosges we made 
a successful raid, killing and wounding 
a number’ of the enemy and taking 
several prisoners. The day passed 
quietly at other points occupied by our 
troops. 

‘Section B: In the Chateau Thierry 
region between July 4 and July 6, 
the rifle and machine gun duel on the 
right of our line continued. Most of 
the German fire came as before, from 
Hill No. 204, and the Bois Bouresches. 
Machine guns were also in operation 
against Bouresches. The enemy’s artil- 
lery fire was distinctly lighter. ... On 
the other hand, the German airplanes 
appeared in greater numbers and 
larger formations, a number of groups 
of from five to eight planes being ob- 
served. In the enemy’s rear areas the 
abnormal troops movements which fol- 
lowed our attack on Vaux seemed to 
have decreased. The enemy is busily 
engaged creating machine gun _ dis- 
Placements and constructing other 
works. ... American patrols consisting 
of an officer and 25 men, operating 
south of Torcy, killed one of the enemy 
and captured two others, all three be- 
ing found in shell holes. One of our bat- 
talion scouts penetrated the German 
lines, located machine gun emplace- 
ments and returned safely. A group 
of the enemy on duty at-thé machine 


gun positions fled at his approach. 

“In the Marne sector held by our 
troops, July 3 and July 4, were quiet. 
The enemy’s artillery fire was much 
less than ours. ... There was a further 
decrease in the enemy’s aerial activity. 
The movement of troops in the German 
rear areas continued abnormal... From 
explosions and fire observed in his 
rear areas at points on which we were 
firing at the time, it is believed that 
we struck at least two ammunition 
dumps and ignited a fire which burned 
for several hours. 

“In Picardy, from July 3 to July 4,

of our men. ... Our party started in 
three groups supported by a box bar- 
rage.

Washington, July 8.—Legislation ‘pro- 
viding for practically absolute prohibi-,

J. Harris, former director 
of the census, more recently chairman of the Federal 
Trade. Commission and at present a private citizen 
engaged in the important and praiseworthy business

Mr. Harris addressed a huge audience of Southwest 
Georgians at Blue Springs this morning, the occasion 
being a patriotic demonstration on the natiOn’s 
birthday.

There followed a process of elimination which has 
been a splendid tribute to Mr. Harris, for, though 
several other gentlemen in Georgia are still running 
against Senator Hardwick, it is clear to all except 
those who refuse to see that Mr. Harris is the only 
man really in the race. His strength comes from 
every section of the state and from all classes of 
people— business men, farmers, manufacturers, pro- 
fessional men, laborers.

Captured Americans Sota a 
Morale That Surprises the 
Kaiser’s Men. 


With the American Army in France, 
July 8.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
An indication of what the. German 
army thinks of the fighting ability of 
the Americans ix given by a copy of 
an intelligence report of the (deleted) 

German army, which has just 
been obtained. The report, describ- 
ing ¢the fighting on the Marne, refers 
to the (deleted) American division 
as a very good one, “almost an at- 
tacking division,” and adds that the 
nerves of the Americans have not yet 
been shaken. 

The German fire, the repcrt says, 
had been unable to affect the morale 
of the Americans, who only lacked the 
necessary instructions to make them 
serious adversaries. 

Prisoners taken by the Germans, the 
report stated, were physically well 
built and were aged from 18 to 28 
years. Their characteristic utterance 
is quoted az “We kill or are killed.” 

The report adds that it is impossible 
to obtain military informatian from 


Americans and that they rarely 
will indicate the positions they occu- 


‘pied in the line. 


In general the report declared, the 
Americans make a good impression. 
For the moment they continue to con- 
sider their part in the war as that of 
“big brothers,” who had. come to Eu- 
rope to assist their “little brothers,” 
and the latter’s mothers and sisters, 
but also declare that they come 
overseas to fight for their country. 

Most of the Americans, the document 
adds, are of. forei ‘extraction, “demi- 
Americans,’ it calls them, but it ad- 
mits that their spirit and fighting 
qualities are remarkable.

presented by Victor Hanson, of The 
Birmingham News: 


“Whereas, It it generally recognized 
that the sympathetic co-operation of 
a virile press is essential to maintain 
the morale of the civilian population 
of a nation at war; to arouse interest 
in government financing; to obtain 
ahogesd distribution of the available la- 
or supply; to conserve food, and in 
other ways aid and assist the govern- 
ment in its varied undertakings, and 
“Whereas, The press of the south is 
a unit in loyalty, enthusiasm and will- 
ingness in devgting itself whole- 
heartedly and without reserve to the 
support of the government, and 
“Whereas, a definite expression 
pledging all the resources, tangible and 
intangible, of the newspapers of the 
south to carry into action this loyalty, 
enthusiasm and willingness to serve, 
may be reassuring, to our president, 
the foremost statesman in all the world, 
therefore, ; 
“Be it resolved, by the Southern 
Newspaper Publishers’ association, in 
convention assembled at Asheville, N. 
C., on this the eighth day of July, 1918, 
that this association goes on record as 
expressing its profound belief in the 
justice’ of the cause of America in this 
war; its sincere admiration of the man- 
ner in which the president and his ad- 
visers and’ co-workers have gonducted 
the various branches of the government 
during the war, and its entire confi- 
dence in the future of this country,

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SUBMARINE SINKS SHIP 
IN MIDDLE OF ATLANTIC

/ An Atlantic Port, July 8.—Another 
neutral ship, the Norwegian steam- 
er, Augvald, 2,098 tons, bound from 
a French port for Baltimore, has 
fallen a victim of a German subma- 
rine. A trans-Atlantic liner in port 
today brought the news of the sinking 
of the Augvald in midocean June 23, 
and also landed eleven members of the 
crew of 27 mn. Three of the crew 
were drowned and the remaining thir- 
teen are unaccounted for. 

The rescued men were picked up by 
the liner after having drifted heilp- 
lessly for eleven days, subsisting most 
of that time on seaweed and rainwa- 
ter wrung from their clothing or 
caught in their caps. . They were in 
an exhausted condition when picked 
up, but by careful nursing they had 
fairly recovered on reaching here. 

According to members of the crew, 
the sea wolf adopted the same meth- 
ods used by the U-boats in their re- 
cent operations off the Atlantic coast, 
The steamer was stopped by shelifire, 
the crew ordered into two boats and 
the ship sunk with bombs. 

Captain Egge left the ship with 12 
men in his boat and it became sepa- 
rated from the other boat containing 
14 men. For two days the latter boat 
drifted about and was then upset in 


a storm. Three of the men were 
swept away and the others managed to 
right the boat and bale her out. They 
lost all their food and fresh .water 
and even their oars. 

Drifting helplessly the men began 
to suffer for want of food and water. 
Seaweed was eagerly snatched up and 
chewed, and every device they could 
think of was resorted to to catch rain

water. There was a succession of rain- 
storms and the men were almost con- 
tinually drenched. Finally, on July 
4, the rescue ship was sighted and the 
exhausted and starving men were soon 
safely on the liner’s deck.

Now why did the kaiser 

over and over again proclaim his allegiance 

to Frederick the Great? How is it that he 

celebrates hia ancestor, Frederick? This 

“scrap of paper” incident makes it all quite 

clear. The bitter waters gushing out of the 

Potsdam palace go back to a bitter spring 

named Frederick the Great. The poisoned 

fruit that ripened in 1914 hangs on a bough 

whose trunk was planted by Frederick in 
far-off days. 

Among many musty old German books 
recently published is a little book by that 
same Frederick. The Prussian king was 
writing certain notes for the guidance of 
his sons and successors, among whom was 
the present kaiser. In his page of counsels 
Frederick talks very plainly about the 
breaking of treaties. “Consider a treaty as 
@® scrap of paper under any one of the fol- 
lowing emergencies: First, when necessity 
compels it. Second, when you lack means 
to continue the war. Third, when you can- 
not by any other means combat your ally 
or enemy.” Then Frederick raises one ques- 
tion: “If the interests of your army or your 
people or yourself are at stake, or you have 
to keep your word on one hand and your 
pledged word and treaty is on the other 
hand, which path will you take? Who can 
be stupid enough to hesitate in answering 
this question? In other words, treaties are 
to be kept when they promote your interest, 
and shamelessly broken when you gain 
thereby.” 

The Kaiser, therefore, had from Frederick, 
his ancestor, this hand-book on lying. In 
turn, the kaiser gave this notion of the 
treaty as a scrap of paper to his prime min- 
ister, Bethmann-Hollweg, who engraved, as 
has been said, “on eternal brass the infamy 
of Germany:” “We are now in a state of 
necessity, and necessity knows no law. We 
were compelled to override the just pro- 
test of the Luxembourg and Belgian govern- 
ments. The wrong—I speak openly—that 
we are committing we will endeavor to make 
good as soon as our military goal has been 
reached. Anybody who is threatened, as we 
are threatened, and who is fighting for his 
highest possessions, can have only one 
thought, how he is to hack his way through.” 

Guizot mentions “honor and fidelity to 
the pledged word” as one of the distin- 
guishing elements of what is called “a 
civilized atate.”’ But thig puts Germany 
among the barbarous savages. ‘Three in- 
dictments and convictions have blackened 
the name of Germany throughout all the 
world. First, her atrocious and dishonorable 
methods of warfare; second, the carrying 
off into slavery of non-combatants, the Bel- 
gians and French, and third, the breach of 
the pledged word and the gaolemn treaties 
with other nations. But at last we know 
that Frederick the Great, the ancestor of 
the kaiser, was the author of the phrase, 
“the treaty is a scrap of paper.” What was 
once in the wristle in the ancestor is now 
bred in the wone of the kaiser and crown 
prince. That phraage, the acrap of paper, 
holds the germ of a thousand wars. It 
spells the ruin of civilization. Not to re- 
sent it by war is for the allies to commit 
spiritual suicide.

Advocates Fixing Minimum 
Price for Cotton at This Time 


Editor Constitution: A matter of the 
gravest importance to every business inter- 
est in Georgia and in every southern state 
is being entirely overlooked, and without 
reason, by those on the watch-tower whose 
duty it is to see that the people who toil 
and produce wealth are not robbed out of 
the same. 

Those who manipulate the price of cotton 
through the cotton exchanges in New York 
and New Orleans have already made their 
plane to get the cotton raised, and that will 
be sold for whatever price is offered. 

The white and negro tenants of the south- 
ern farmers who raise cotton are going to 
sell it this year as it has been sold for the 
past—over fifty years—just as fast as picked 
and ginned, regardless of the price—5, 10, 15, 
26 or 40 cents per pound. Most of these 
tenants who produce over 60 per cent of the 
cotton buy their supplies to make the crop 
on credit, and they feel they have nothing 
else to do but to gather the crop, sell it, 
pay their debta and get ready to go through 
the aame line of life the next year. These 
people need the protection of a minimum 
price for every bale of cotton they will pro- 
duce this year, and every year, for that mat- 
ter. Last year there were thousands of 
bales of cotton sold at 18% to 19 cents, and 
the speculators and cotton mill people made 
from $25 to $35 a bale profit out of this 
loss by these white and negro tenants who 
produced the cotton and sold it for just 
whatever price the cotton exchanges dic- 
tated. 

One million bales of cotton sold by these 
Georgia tenants for 5 cents per pound less 
than it should bring means that the buying 
power of these people has been reduced by 
twenty-five million dollars, and hence every 


business interest in Georgia will suffer to. 


that extent, and when the cotton leaves the 
hands of the tenants up it will go. 

The market is being shrewdly and studi- 
ously manipulated now from time to time 
so as to quietly and gradually reduce the 
price and catch this cotton that will soon 
reach every southern market in thousands 
of bales a day, and, as in the case of wheat, 
we should get the government to fix and set 
a minimum price on the 1918 cotton crop 
so that those who have toiled to produce 
it will be sure of receiving protection from 
the cotton gamblers and “bears,” who are 
always at work to get this great crop at 
lower figures than it should be sold for. 

And just why southern people have op- 
posed help in this matter is not easily under- 
stood. October and November “futures” are 
being quoted lower and lower from time 
to time, as well as all other future months, 
and when the great rush of selling and de- 
livering the actual cotton arrives, down, 
down, down, from day to day, the price will 
go, and Liverpool will load up as usual and 
the American mills will help themselves at 
just any price they may offer. 

Better get a minimum price fixed and at 
once, and it will save the south from being 
robbed of hundreds of millions of dollars.

The most tmportant business to face 
the senate Monday after its brief holi- 
Gay wag a bill introduced by Senators 
Walter P. Andrews of the 35th and H. 
H. Price of the 27th, providing for the 
inauguration of the governor on the 
ist of January following his election, 
instead of in June as at present, and’ 
providing for a canvassing and -in- 
augural board consisting of the secre- 
tary of state as chairman, the president 
of the senate, the speaker of the house 
and the clerk of the house. 

This board, the bill provides, shall 
convene the first Tuesday in Decem- 
ber following the election for the open- 
ing of returns, and declaration of the 
results. Should there be no majority, 
"and in event of a contest, authority is 
given to the board to convoke the gen- 
- @ral assembly which shall elect the gov- 

ernor. 
| “Group Insurance” Favored. 


After some discussion Senator An- 
dérew's “group insurance” bill passed the 
senate unanimously. This bill enables 
firms to make blanket policies on their 
employees at greatly reduced rates. It 
eliminates the lengthy and expensive 
operation of requiring a special exam- 
ination for each man insured, the whole 
lot being taken without examination. 

A heated argument arose when the 
house resolution relative to the pro- 
‘posed probe into the alleged automo- 
bile trust came up for reconsideration. 
Senator Andrews attacked the bill on 
the grounds that it was ‘the effort of 
an individual who had a grudge against 
one dealer to secure revenge on the 
whole autémobile business. This bill 
was finally committed to judiciary com- 
mittee No. 2, with instructions that a 
report be made next Monday. 

Senator Skelton, in a new bill, pro- 
posed to repeal the Neil primary act, ef- 
fective January 1. 

Copper Company Contract. 

Senator Edwards, of the 32d, intro- 
duced a joint resolution for the purpose 
of helping the government by modifica- 
tion of the state’s contract with the 
Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and Iron 
company. This contract stated that the 
Ducktown company could operate only 
on a limited output on account of the 
damage done by the fumes to the sur- 
rounding lands. Mr. 
that it would be of service to allow the 
company to continue production at full 
output, as these products are needed by 
the government in the manufacture of 
munitions. 

At the time of adjournment there was 
up before the senate a bill of Senator 
Andrews’ which would enable creditors 
to obtain judgments against debtors 
who had given deeds to property and 
had then left the state without taking 
up the debt. He stated that his bill 
would enable persons to obtain such 
judgments without going into long 
guits of equity. A heated discussion 
was going on over this matter at the 
time of sdtournment at 1 o'clock. 


HEALTH OFFICER 
REPORTS COUNTY 
FREE OF CONTAGION

whether or not any person or thing 
is on the track.

Judge Johnson upholds the record he has made as Recorder 
and assures the voters, if re-elected, that he will continue his 
boastful policy of conducting this office “not for revenue only,

With a record before me of hundreds of cases Judge John-

Isn’t it true that John Mailey, a notorious blind tiger negro, 
has appeared before you 34 times charged with practically 
every criminal offense, blind tiger cases predominating, and 
that the average fine this negro has drawn from you is $11.28 
for each of these offenses?

The machinations of the German es- 
pionage system in several instances 
have been glaringly exposed. One of 
the Madrid daily newspapers, although 
it has several times been suppressed 


by the military censorship, has suc- 
ceeded in bringing to light activities 
by the German embassy in connection 
with the labor troubles in Spain last 
year, while within the last few weeks 
one of the chiefs of the Barcelona po- 
lice was accused of being in league 
with the German consulate spy bu- 
reau for the purpose of assisting sub- 
marines along the coast.
